extent and by what means; and whether 
there is any discrimination 
on the 
charges made for tolls or otherwise 
against American vessels which pass 
through the Willand aud St. Lawrence 
canals. 


The committee was further directed 
to inquire into the question of the regu- 
lation of commerce between the United 
States and Canada under the inter state 
commerce act. 
On December 13th the 
senate ordered a continuance of this in- 
vestigation during the recesses of the 
senate until December, 1889, 


This morning the committee held a 
meeting to determine when and 
where 
to take u{> the investigation. 
After a 
full discussion the committee determin- 
ed to meet in New York May 16th to be- 
gin taking testimony. 
The committee 
will stay in New York about a week and 
will then determine on a future course. 
The committee will {>robftbly make a 
personal inspection of parts of the Cana- 
dian Pacific and other railroads and 
water-ways. 
The committee consif(ts of 
Senators CuUom, Piatt, Blair, Wilson, 
of Iowa, Hiscock, Harris, Gorman, Re- 
gan and Barbour.
